Theodore M. Hesburgh, pres- 
ident of Notre Dame Univer- 
sity; Robert G. Storey, dean of 
Southern Methodist University, 
and J. Ernest Wilkins, Assistant 
Secretary of Labor. 

Of those the only likely 
candidate would seem to be Dr. 
Hannah? now vice chairman.

been an issue for many years.

BILL OND Is TANS

AUSTIN, Tex., Dec. 4 (AP)— 
The Texas Legislature went 
home yesterday after spending 
21 days in special session pass- 
ing three segregation bills. 

Gov. Price Daniel, a Demo- 
erat, had called the special ses- 
gion, asking ror two of the 
bills. The third was passed 
yesterday after a stormy tug- 
of-war. 

The first two bills, passed 
last week, would close public 
schools when there are mob or 
riot threats, and would give 
the state attorney general $50,- 
000 to help fight local integra- 
tion suits in federal courts. 

The final bill would allow 
county judges to require regis- 
tration ot organizations in- 
volved in school integration 
troubles. Backers of the bill 
said it was aimed at hamstring- 
ing the National Association 
for the Advancement of Col- 
ored People. It would require 
such groups to list members, 
officers and affiliations.

Mechanical Brain May Speed Up’ 
Translating Soviet Science Data 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 4 (AP) 
—Washington officia have 
their eyes on a mechanical 
brain they hope will break the 
pottleneck on translating Rus- 
sian scientific material coming 
into this country and still pour- |

ing in. 

It was developed by a Rus- 
sian-born librarian at George- 
town University here, Miss | 
Ariadne Lukjanow, who de- | 
scribed it yesterday as a simple 
mechanical feat. She and col- 
leagues who have been working | 
on it said it involved a code | 
system by which an equal sign 
between the Russian and Eng- | 
lish languages could be estab- | 
lished, 

They said it was like dialing 
a telephone. The machine is 
expected to translate about 30,- | 
000 words in four and one-half | 
hours—work equivalent to a’ 


week of highly-skilled human 
translation. 

American scientists and the 
Government have asked for a 
quicker way of making Rus- 
sian scientific literature avail- 
able in English. Some have 
said the United States would 
have known sooner about So- 
viet scientific advances if the 
translations had been available. 

With fewer than 100 trans- 

lators in the Government, the 
Library of Congress alone has 
about 1500 Russian scientific 
papers, only 30 or so of which 
have been translated. 
Senator Joseph O’ Mahoney

month the Russians reportedly 
were perfecting a mechanical

Message for Japan. 
To Japan it says: “All the

In Red Broadcasts to World 


showed that virtually all of 
them won second prize.

Neutralist Areas Stressed. 

A survey shows that it puts 
great emphasis on the “neu- 
tralist,” the uncommitted areas 
of the world. Indonesia in the 
tumult of new independence, is 
an example. Moscow beams 
10% hours daily to Indonesia. 

It has as its accomplices 
| Peiping radio and the foreign 
broadcasts of the Red satellites 
‘in eastern Europe. The Cairo 
‘radio, unwittingly or not, is 
doing an effective job of fol- 
'lowing the Communist line in 
|stirring unrest and anti-West- 
-ernism in the Middle East. 
| The Moscow radio not only 
beams voice broadcasts to for- 
eign countries but puts great 
effort into radio printer and 
Morse broadcasts to the West 
giving the Russian slant on the 
news. 

Russian and other broadcasts 
are given even wider dissem- 
ination in Western press and 
radio. 

It is impossible to say how 
| big is the Moscow radio, for- 
|eign audience. In the United 
| States it is only a handful. In 
Sweden, about 15 per cent of 
‘the radio audience listens to 
'Moscow at least occasionally. 
In Finland it is 18 per cent, 
| Norway 20. But Denmark is 
only 3 per cent while French 
audiences range from as low as 
2 per cent to as high as 6. 
West Germany ranges from 2 
to 5 per cent.

Establishment of a new 
county-wide school district for 
physically and mentally handi- 
capped children in St. Louis 
county was indorsed today by i 
the Committee on Political | 
Education of the AFL-CIO and | 
the Social Planning Council of 
St. Louis and St, Louis county. 


Dr. Walter Baumgarten Jr., 
acting president of the Social 
Planning Council, said it will 
be cheaper to establish a single 
district than for each existing 
district to attempt to care for 
its own handicapped students. 
Formation of the district and 
election of a six-member board 
of education will be voted on 
at a special election Tuesday. 


“If the county election fails, 
it will be difficult for the 
school districts to operate 
classes with many types of 
jhandicapped combined,” Dr.

handicapped children.

Bishop Holt told of a Protes- 
tant pastor in an Iron Curtain 
country who resisted great 
pressures by the Communists | 
in order to remain with his 
church, “You probably could 
have an appointment in a 
country not under domination 
of the Communists,” Bishop 
Holt said to the minister. | 

“Yes, I know,” the pastor re- | 
plied, but you saw the number 
of people in our church, and | 
you saw the large percentage 
of children. You realize that I | 
can’t leave these people.” 

Lists Strong Churches. 

Bishop Holt said the Catho- | 
lic Church is “very strong” in 
Poland, and Protestantism is 
“very strong” in East Ger- 
many. He said he received re- 
ports that Russian Orthodox 
churches in the Soviet Union 
are crowded “but mostly with | 
older people.” 

He added that the Baptist 
Church's “enthusiastic congre- 
gations have done remarkably 
well in Russia, apparently by 
following the policy of preach- 
ing being good and going to 
Heaven rather than preaching 
being good and trying to re- 
form the economic and ‘social 
order.”

Despite all outward appearances, 
we are in a war of ideas rather 
than ICBMs. Here is an idea that 
could knock the bottom from under 
Khrushchev.

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The New Nixon 


Vice President Nixon is a new man, say the 
Washington observers. As he has assumed great- 
er responsibility with the President's illness, as 
he has laid his lines for 1960, Richard M. Nixon 
has strived mightily to alter the public image 
of himself. From political hatchet-man to states- 
man, from brash young opportunist to man of 
principle—these are the bridges he is trying 
to cross. 

It is not beyond the experience of public life 
for public men to grow in stature. Power has 
been said to corrupt, but power sometimes en- 
nobles. For the good of the country, all of us 
will hope that Mr. Nixon is indeed maturing, 
that something above expediency now motivates 
him, that his consuming ambition is tempered 
by respect for the national welfare. 

Yet in polities the assessment of a man, if it 
is to be balanced and comprehensive, must em- 
brace his whole charactef and not just those as- 
pects he wishes to expese at a given moment. 
As Mr. eam acl a leading champion of 
liberal foreign trade and foreign aid, dons the 
mantle of “Eisenhower Republicanism,” indorses 
federal aid to education, civil rights and social 
security, it is wise to remember what he stood 
for yesterday along with what he stands for today. 


Mr. Nixon {is still the same man who got him- 
self elected to the House of Representatives in 
1946 by smearing his opponent and exploiting 
postwar prejudice against organized labor. 

He is still the man who rode the bandwagon 
of the House Un-American Activities Committee 
as far as it would take him. He harassed such 
scientists as Dr. Edward U. Condon and made 
political use of the Red hysteria well before 
Senator McCarthy discovered it. 

Mr. Nixon is still the man who climbed to the 
Senate in 1950 by ruthless tactics of character 
assassination intended to impeach the loyalty 
of Helen Gahagan Douglas. Seasoned political 
observers regard this campaign as one of the 
lowest waged in recent years. 

He is still the man who permitted a circle of 
California business men to buy a piece of his 
political career by raising money for his “‘politi- 
cal expenses’ as a Senator—and then brazenly 
tried to make a virtue of his fault with a soap- 
opera TV speech. 

He is still the man who advocated expansion 
of the Korean war while it was in progress. Had 
he and Gen. MacArthur had their way, the lim- 
ited war in Korea might have mushroomed into 
total war. Fortunately Presidents Truman and 
Eisenhower decided for a truce instead. 

Mr. Nixon js still the man who besmirched 
thousands of loyal government servants by join- 
ing in a. heartless “numbers game” to depict 
their ranks as shot through with perfidy. 

He ts still the man who in 1954 publicly fa- 
vored sending American troops into the military 
quagmire of Indochina. This ranged him along- 
side Adm. Radford in favor of an intervention 
on behalf .of French colonialism which might 
well have involved us in another Asian war. 
Fortunately President Eisenhower decided for a 
cease-fire instead. 

Mr. Nixon is still the man who only last sum- 
mer was credited by a journalistie admirer, 
Richard Wilson of The Des Moines Register, 
with joining Secretary Dulles and AEC Chair- 
man Strauss to block plans for a disarmament 
pact based on suspension of nuclear bomb tests. 


Mr. Nixon may have arrived at a point in his 
career where he wishes to put behind him all 
that this record stands for. It may be that the 
leopard can change his spots. Certainly we hope 
that in the months to come he can demonstrate 
that there really is a new Nixon, whose merits 
offset, if they do not outweigh, the less elegant 
aspects of his drive to power. But the new 
Nixon and the old Nixon remain the same man. 
Both must be taken into account in assaying 
the Vice President's bid for public confidence. 
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Plugging for Patronage 

Alderman A. J. Cervantes, in defending pa- 
tronage as “useful” in local government, is 
yearning for the good old days. 

Before the 1941 merit system amendment to 
the Charter, 5000 or more city employes could 
be forced to leave work and pass out sample 
ballots at the polls for.the likes of Mr. Cer- 
vantes. If the party in power lost, they were 
out of jobs, Those were the days, all right. 

The role of patronage in local politics invari- 
ably is to bolster third- and fourth-rate ward 
heelers who would not stand a chance of elec- 
tion as dog catcher without a small army of 
workers paid out of the public treasury. To that 
extent patronage is “useful.” 

But in party primaries good candidates are 
discouraged from attempting to buck the profes- 
sionals. The result is a crop of candidates like 
those put up for most local posts by Mr. Cer- 
vantes’'s party. 

As for Mr. C ervantes’s view that it is up to 
the politicians to see that patronage jobs are 
filled by qualified persons, the answer is that 
they have been historically incapable of doing 
so. For a classic laboratory demonstration, all 
Mr. Cervantes has to do is stroll through the 
patronage-staffed “‘county” level of government 
in St. Louis. He ought to do that some time. 
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France’s Hopeless Proposal 

The French Assembly has adopted two meas- 
ures which, in theory, constitute a new offer to 
revolt-torn Algeria. But what can be said for an 
offer which is palpably unacceptable? 

It may be true, as Premier Gaillard said, that 
a French government which accepted mediation 
of the three-year-old war “would be at once, I 
don't say overthrown, but crushed.” And he 
also may have been right in saying that the leg- 
islation represents the “only policy possible in 
this Assembly.” But must not one test of policy 
be its acceptability to the Algerians? 

“Algeria is an integral part of France.” So 
runs the first sentence of the new legislation, 
and that is enough to kill it in North Africa. It 
would divide Algeria into half-a-dozen districts 
with control over local affairs. The votes of 
9,000,000 Moslems and 1,200,000 Europeans 
would be counted with man-for-man equality. 
But there would be an upper chamber in which 
the power of the European minority would be 
the same as that of the Moslems. 

Further, France would retain authority over 
military and foreign affairs, justice, education 
and “service common to all territories.” That 
last category might include everything of any 
consequence at all. So this is not even genuine 
home rule. 

Has the Gaillard goverament, then, chosen 
the alternative of gressing the war to a bitter 
conclusion? Does it believe that France can 
pacify Algeria, and that. this would be worth 


iv the price in French blood and resources, not to

mention the harm to the Western alliance in 
the Arab world? This is a high price for the 
continuity of a jerry-built government. The 


United States has again supported France in 
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the U.N. on the Algerian issue, but this is a 
sacrifice made for the solidarity of NATO, and 
not an indorsement of French colonial policy. 
So Premier Gaillard might have been more pro- 
foundly wise had he allowed his government to 
be “crushed.” That would haye meant new 
elections and perhaps a more responsible As- 
sembly and a government able to deal with both 
Algeria and NATO with greater statesmanship. 
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Parting of the Ways 

Understandable though it is, Adlai E. Steven- 
son's decision not to attend the NATO meeting 
in Paris will be widely regretted for two reasons. 

The first reason is that the American delega- 
tion will thus be deprived of the abilities and 
prestige of a man who among some of our allies 
inspires more confidence than Secretary of 
State Dulles. Of all the problems confronting 
NATO, none is more serious than the nagging 
doubts and mistrust among partners of the alli- 
ance which have grown out of differing policies 
on issués like Suez, North Africa, Cyprus. 


Gov. Stevenson might have helped overcome 
.these divisions. Not being identified with the 
American policies that contributed to them, and 
being gifted with a capacity to lead, he could 
have helped inspire the new spirit of solidarity 
that is badly needed in NATO. 

An even more serious reason for regretting 
his decision is the implication in it that he has 
failed to persuade Secretary Dulles to offer the 
kind of bold and broad and farseeing program 
for NATO that would constitute an adequate re- 
sponse to recent Soviet gains. 

Gov. Stevenson says he does not wish to be 
identified at Paris “with decisions I might not 
always agree with and could not publicly op- 
pose.” There {is a plain indication here that he 
fears proposals for strong economic co-operation 
will be watered down by the time they reach 
Paris. In talks with reporters, he does not con- 
ceal his disappointment over the absence of a 
sense of urgency in the Administration. Appar- 


‘ently he expects the American program for the 


NATO meeting to fall far short of what he had 
hoped for and what he had advised. 

If events should bear out these apprehensions, 
the result could only be described as tragic. In 
view of the enormous technological and propa- 
ganda triumphs of the Soviet Union in recent 
months, any failure to offer an imaginative and 
inspirational program at Paris could be ex- 
plained in only two ways: either this Administra- 
tion lacks the energy to formulate such a pro- 
gram, or it lacks the insight t6 grasp the need 
for one. 
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High Adventure in Hobart 


Four American destroyers have been ordered 
from Honolulu to Hobart to provide interna- 
tional color for a Tasmanian Mardi Gras, and 
that will be just fine with those tars who get 
ashore. They may never have heard of Hobart, 
or realize that it is the capital, largest city 
and chief port of Australia’s island state of Tas- 
mania. But to shore parties assigned specifically 
to liven up a Mardi Gras, those things are irréle- 
vant. What is important is that the people are 
friendly, the girls shapely and the local ale both 
powerful and plentiful. This should add up to 
a high time in Hobart. We feel sure the crews 
of the four destroyers will carry off the assign- 
ment with a zest above and beyond the call 
of duty. 
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Modest Plan for Education 

Officials of the Department of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare have worked out an outline of 
a new program to increase the number of scien- 
tists, teachers and scholars of every kind. 

Part of the program is intended to improve 
teaching and guidance facilities, and part is 
meant to provide incentive for scientific and 
other studies through scholarships. In each 
case the Federal Government would provide 
funds for the states, but leave the actual opera- 
tion under state control. 

As developed in talks between federal officials 
and educators, the first step is to establish .a 
testing and guidance system in the eighth or 
ninth grades. Some 200,000 high school gradu- 
ates who should go to college each year do not 
go to college. They must be identified, and 
guided toward higher education. 

Next. the Government will propose a rather 
modest program of scholarships, granted for 
need as well as for ability—and to potential 
scholars in any field and not just in science. 
About 20,000 scholarships would be offered the 
first year, and the number would increase to 
80,000 by ‘the fourth year. The amount of the 
scholarships would probably be about $750 a 
year. Some graduate fellowships would be of- 
fered as well. 

Finally, the Government plans several steps 
to encourage better teaching, particularly in 
mathematics and science. It would offer grants 
te technical schools. It would give aid to the 
states on a matching basis for hiring more high 
school science and mathematics teachers and for 
improving their facilities. ‘ 

There is nothing new about this system of 
educational assistance. The Federal Government 
before this has given the states grants-in-aid for 
vocational training. And now, with Sputnik 
circling overhead, it would seem absurd to raise 
“states’ rights” objections to this program as 
Congress did to the school construction bills. 

Moreover, the need for replying to Russia’s 
scientific growth has not misled the Admin- 
istration into restricting its education program 
to scientific education alone. In a free society 
there is no way to order students into the field 
of physics rather than history or political sct- 
ence and, indeed, it would be impractical to try. 
The nation’s need is for better education; better 
science should be one result, and better citizen- 
ship another. 
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The Lady’s Not for Publicity 


From Tokyo comes word that the Japanese 
have revived an old haunt, Yuki-Onna, the Snow 
Maiden, to compete for publicity. with the Abom- 
inable Snow Man of the high Himalayas. 

The Maiden does not seem to be a friendly 
type. She puts a curse on little children, She 
appears along the highways in heavy snow- 
storms. Carrying a baby in her arms, she asks 
anybody she meets to hold the child while she 
recovers a bit of strength. As soon as it is 
handed over, Yuki-Onna vanishes in the thickly- 
falling snowflakes. Her kindly benefactor dis- 
covers that he is holding a snow-covered rock 
that grows heavier by the minute. He also finds 
that he is hopelessly rooted to the ground, con- 
demned to become a victim of the blizzard. 

That lady, it seems to us, is not for good 
publicity. But with a touch here and there, the 
Japanese might turn her imto a fairly effective 
warning against picking up hitch-hikers.

Tanks and Tractors in Syria 


First Westernization, Then a Look to the East 
(Clifford Dancer in the Bulletin of the Foreign Policy Association) 


The crisis in Syria and the Middle 
East has been reported in the Amer- 
ican press in conventional terms of 
coups and countercoups, feudal land- 
owners, poverty and intense Arab na- 
tionalism. Actually, Syrian national 
life in the past decade has been under- 
going a profound process of Western- 
ization that makes this stereotype re- 
port misleading. 


Until recently Syria was not an in- 
tegrated nation, due in part to

Today a more integrated national 
life is developing, and there are three 
elements responsible for this: a group 
of Aleppo merchants, the Ba’ath party, 
and the army. 


Of these three elements, future his- 
torians may well place the chief em- 
phasis on the role played by the “mer- 
chant-tractorists” from the Aleppo 
area in northern Syria, who, equipped 
with modern agricultural machinery 
purchased in the West, have wrought 
a startling transformation in their 
country’s agricultural production. 


Aleppo Traders Lead the Way 


In the postwar pene the acreage 
under production has doubled, grain 
output has increased by 64 per cent, 
and cotton output has gone up e 
fold. Save for parts of Africa and 
North America, no other area of the 
world has enjoyed a greater per cap- 
ita increase in agricultural production 
in the same period. 


One consequence of this activity is 
that these free enterprise Aleppo mer- 
chants and traders look to the govern- 
ment for public works projects such 
as better roads, schools, agricultural 
research centers, irrigation works and 
so on, which will further integrate 
national life. 


Meanwhile, in the southern part of 
the country, where it has its widest 
following, the Ba'ath party has 
wrought an ba ually significant change 
in Syria's itical life. Aside from 
the Teoenaitiots and the outlawed fas- 
cistie Syrian Social Nationalists, the 
Ba'ath is the only group which re 
sembles political parties as they are 
understood in the West.

Since then the army has taken orders 
from the civilian leadership, although 
if a serious breach in opinion were 
to develop, it would probably estab- 
lish another military dictatorship. 

For the past ten years the army, as 
in Israel, has been one of the main 
forces in developing an integrated na- 
tion through the training which it has 
given to thousands of men and women 
who, perhaps for the first time, began 
to identify themselves with their na- 
tional life. 

To aid in the further development 
of their free enterprise economy, the 
Syrians turned to the World Bank for 
a loan in 1956. According to a high 
Syrian official, the bank offered $33.,- 
500,000 over 20 years at 4.75 per cent 
interest, with the understanding that 
projects to be financed by the loan 
would be supervised by American 
technicians. 


Soviets Pose Grave Problems 


Because of the “high” interest rate 
and the latter condition, according to 
this same*official, Syria rejected the 
loan and turned to the Soviet Union 
for help. The Russians on’ Oct. 29 
signed an economic and technical as- 
sistance agreement with Syria, but 
the figure of Soviet credits was not 
mentioned. 

For American policy in the Middle 
Fast, as well as in the rest of the un- 
derdeveldped world, the emergence of 
the Soviet Union as an alternative 
source of economic, technical and mili- 
tary aid poses grave problems. For 
the first time in their history, the 
countries of the Middle East can look 
to other than Western nations for 
large-scale economic aid, and on terms 
which they prefer—long-term, low-in- 
terest-rate loans. 

All of these recent changes in Syri- 
an national life remain to be consoli- 
dated. The position of the Ba'ath as 
the country’s dominant political party 
is still not secure, and neither is the 
left wing’s hold over the military 
leadership. 

The October arrival of Egyptian 
troops in Syria was due to the need 
of both these groups for security 
against a domestic coup rather than 
in terms of security against the Turk- 
ish “threat” from the north. 

The accelerated tempo of Syria’s ec- 
onomic development has increased ex- 
pectations in all walks of life. The 
stage has been set for progress un- 
Jess impatience among left-wing mili- 
tary leaders for more spectacular re- 
sults takes the country further in the 
direction of the Soviet Union.

| A female cottontail, or hill- | 
dwelling rabbit, has an average 
of four litters each year. These 
are born from early March to 
late September. The number of 
young per litter varies from 
one to nine, with four or five 
being the most common. Biolo- 
gists say that a female produc- 
es on an average of approxi- 
mately 16 young during one 
breeding season. If all of these 
survived, the hills soon would 
be over-run by bunnies.

NEW YORK, Dec. 4 (AP)— 
The New York Daily News said 
last night 200 airmen would 
form the nation’s first inter- 
continental missile squadron 
when their five months train- 
ing period ends Dec. 13. In a 
Story from Washington the 
News said: 

“This will be the first formal 
United States step to put long- 
range missiles on an operation- 
al basis. It was announced 
last September that training 
exercises had’ been inaugu- 
rated, but nothing was said of 
the timing.” 

In Washington, the Pentagon 
said it was unable to confirm 
the News story. 

The News sjory continued: 

“The new technicians will be 
called ‘missileairmen,’ a new 
designation in the armed serv- 
ices. Their original weapon 
will be the Air Force Snark. a 
subsonic weapon with a 5000- 
mile range. Their initial multi- 
million dollar base will be in 
New England.” 

The story said the new mis- 
sile squadron would become 
part of the Strategic Air Com- 
mand and would be command- 
ed by Lt. Col. Richard W. 
Beck. The News said thou- 
sands of SAC flyers eventually 
would become missileairmen. 

The squadron, the story 
added, was trained in Cali- 
fornia at the Northrup aviation 
plant where the Snark is being 
built.

I don’t know that the 
production of the old 
Irving Berlin-Dorothy 
and Herbert Fields musi- 
cal actually advanced 
television in any particu- 
lar direction. As a mat- 
ter of fact, “Annie” was 

‘ a slightly old-fashioned 
musical even when it was 
produced 11 years ago. 
The “boy-meets-girl, boy- 
loses-girl, boy-gets-gir!,” 
theme had been altered 
only to the extent of put- 
ting the girl first in that 
sentence. 

Still, the musical was 
fashioned by that old pro, 
Irving Berlin, and fea- 
tured that old pro, Ethel 
Merman. The TV version 

had another old pro, Mary Martin, and that alone made 

the difference. From the moment she entered—shooting 

a bird off a lady's hat—to the finale when she rode off on 

a most improbable horse, Miss Martin was exuberantly 

alive, explosively funny, marvelously tuneful, and just 
loaded down with talent.

In fact, she made all the difference. Without 
her, the TV version of “Annie” would have been 
just an over-leng and expensive musical. With her, 
it was one of the memorable TV experiences of 
this or any year. 


IT OPENED badly. The sound from Hollywood went 


dead and even when it went on, I had some doubts. The 
opening scene—an argument over where the actors would 
stay—was noisy, brassy and much too stagey for the living 


room. But then John Raitt added his authoritative presence 
and his large voice, and then Miss Mary arrived and after 
that things were just fine. 

The Berlin score is still a bouncy and vigorous one. 
The lyrics for “Doin’ What Comes Naturally” and “You 
Can't Get a Man with a Gun” (“Oh, they don’t buy pajamas 
for pistol-packin’ mamas”) is Mr. Berlin in one of his more 
elfin moods. More typical is “The Girl That I Marry,” a 
really lovely tune, and, of course, “There’s No Business 
Like Show Business” is now practically the theme song of 
the entertainment industry. It’s.a great rousing show 
song and they made the most of it. 

I especially like the gaily irreverent cradle song which 
contained a line about “Behind the little hill, there’s a 
busy little still” with which Miss Martin sang a bunch of 
children to sleep. 


The TV version of “Annie” pelted along at a 
great clip for the first hour. There was a bit of 
let-dewn in the second hour, including an Indian 
dance I could have done without. There was an 
interval there when I thought Miss Martin and Mr. 
Raitt were just going out of their way te avoid 
marrying each other and this got a little tedious, 
But then things picked up again and boiled te a 
big and happy finish. 


IN COLOR, it was sumptuous, especially a ballroom 
number which had great spaciousness and opulence about 
it. As is always the case with these big color productions, 
there was an unevenness in color intensity which I believe 
had something to do with unevenness in lighting. 

The big show was jointly sponsored by Pontiac and 
Pepsi-Cola and I thought their advertising was in very good 
taste and very entertaining. Pepsi-Cola again offered some 
of its almost wordless commercials which are a real joy. 
Pontiac used Irving Berlin's tunes to shout the praises of 
their cars and, while I'm a little surprised that Berlin 
stood still for this, I must admit they made awfully tuneful 
commercials.

@at at every turn. Instead of admitting that avidity is its 
own excuse, we all voice 
some variation of the 
same old alibi. 

In the last few years, 
it’s become obvious that 
anything anyone eats, 
anywhere in the world, 
will eventually show up 
in the American super- 
market. 

We've severed relations 
with Bulgaria but yogurt 
has settled in the U.S.A. 
to stay. Neapolitan pizza 
is giving hamburger arun 
for our money; it’s even 
gaining ground on the 
redoubtable hot dog! 

Today’s teen-ager — a 
two-fisted eater, as al- 
ways—is apt to take al- 
ternate bites of a Chinese 
eggroll and a Mexican 


enchilada. And Dad may 
be stowing away a skewerfull of Armenian shish-kebab on 


the businessman's blueplate even as Mom decides on Vien- 


mese schnitzel for supper. The American stomach has 
become an international zone of operations. 


The flow of food has been almost entirely 
one-way traffic, with us on the rectiving end. 
Most areas of earth are more concerned with 
filling the stomach than titillating the appetite. 
But even when the importation of new food ideas 
is economically possible, the people of other lands 
appear to lack an adventurous palate. Where an 
American of the new school is inclined to say, 
“I'll try anything* once,” as he shuts his eyes and 
bites into an octopus, a Frenchman—to cite an 
example—faced with something foreign to France, 


simply shuts his eyes to the very idea that it might 
be edible. 


HOWEVER, it’s in the province of plain nourishment 
that the cleft between us becomes a chasm. While we try 
to cut the calories out of our daily diet—even to the point 
of paying premium prices for sugarless and fat-free foods 
—most of our fellowmen are after as many calories as they 
can amass for their money. 


Until recently, a large part of the American public 
was overstuffed but semi-starved. Few laymen ate with 
an eye to anything but appetite. Then in a day—or so it 
seemed—the whole country went on a diet “kick” and 
divided into controversial cults. 


The pineapple-and-lamb-chop partisans sniped at the ex- 
ponents of buttermilk and bananas, while the champions 
of cottage cheese gained converts from both camps. The 
majority of us thought “diet” was simply a synonym for 
“reducing.”” Gradually, however, the true meaning filtered 
through. (‘Food considered in relation to its effects.’’) 
Freak regimes were superseded by foods for health (which 
are not always synonymous with “health foods!”’) 


Even the cookirg of food entered a new phase. Broil- 
ing and baking encroached upon boiling and frying. We 
put a stop to unnecessary peeling, prolonged soaking, and 
allgiay simmering of fruits and vegetables ... and the 
subsequent tossing of all the vitamins down the drain with 
the excess water. We learned how to shop for maximum 
nutritive value. Balancing the menu replaced “Monopoly” 
as the indoor sport of America. 


Among other things, we discovered that cutting 
down on the sweets cut down on the dental bills 
as well... that a substantial breakfast did away 
with the mid-morning slump... that high-protein 
consumption steadied the nerves ... and that all 
foods are fattening, albeit some more so than 
others. 


MANUFACTURERS began to “fortify” foods with 
every element known, or even suspected, to be of benefit 
to a human being. To assure freshness, they started to 
date many dairy products—in some instances even breads 
and biscuits. Improved packaging made hitherto unpopular 
items more appealing, and kept all perishables in better 
condition. 


The psychology as well as the physiology of eating also 
attracted attention. When the women’s magazines warned 
mother that emotional flare-ups occurred most often on 
an eiipty stomach, she started to respace meals and snacks. 
Instead of hitting friend husband with her woes as soon 
as he staggered in from the office, she sehooled herself 
to save them until the dinner was just about digested. 


. Results? In 1934, life expectancy at birth was 61.1 
years. In 1954, when the last complete survey was made, 
it had climbed to 69.6. The gain, says the medical pro- 
fession, can certainly be attributed in large part to our 
improved eating habits. 


And young America has a new look—also, in some 
measure, courtesy of the cook. The proportion of six- 
footers among school-age males is about one-third greater 
than it was 25 years ago. The average girl is a full inch 
taller than her mother, and her hair, skin, teeth and nails 
are probably the prettiest on earth. 


The effects of our altered food consumption 
are surprisingly far-flung. The fashion industry, 
for example, has been hard put to keep pace with 
the evolution of the female figure. Today one in 
10 of our 83500,000 teen-age girls is over five feet 
seven inches tall—and the rest of us are becoming 
bigger across the shoulder blades and smaller in 
the beam. 


Sensible eating may some day defeat disease. Since 
1945, insurance companies and medical associations have 
been pounding away at us on a single theme. Excess 
poundage is an invitation to serious ailments. Heart de- 
fects, high blood pressure, kidney and gall bladder dis- 
orders, diabetes, cirrhosis of the liver and some forms of 
cancer are more common—child-bearing and surgery more 
hazardous—among the overweight and obese. 


According to Metropolitan Life, we’re listening to the 
experts and scrutinizing. the statistics. Of all the free 
pamphlets offered by this gears firm, the ones with 
“weight control,” “calories” “fat” in the title set the 
records for circulation. 


About 15,000,000 of us over age 30 are overweight (10 
per cent or more above ideal weight), and about 5,000,000 
of us are obese (20 per cent or more than our perfect 
poundage). But we’re gnawing away at the problem, says 
the AM.A.—indicating ‘‘a desire to learn and adopt changes 
in diet.””~ 


This “diet” used to be a dirty word, but weight-watching 
has been made easy—and, yes, enjoyable. American inge- 
nuity can even come up with a chocolate fudge cake filling 
that “cost” 69 callories instead of 2320.

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How Green Ones Brought Mafia to St. Louis

AL CAPONE, the evil genius 
of America’s most corrupt era, 
changed the face of the Mafia 
in the United States and gave 
it real national stature as a 
criminal society. Ever since 
Capone the Mafia has been an 
integral part of big Chicago, 
New York and West Coast syn- 
dicates. Its operations have be- 
come international. 

The Mafiusi were operating 
behind the quasi - legitimate 
front of the Unione Siciliano 
when Scarface Al came to Chi- 
cago in 1919 as Gang Boss 
Johnny Torrio’s enforcer. They 
excited no unusual interest for 
a while after Chicago hoodlums 
plunged into the business of 
manufacturing and selling boot- 
leg liquor. 

By 1924, however, the strain 
of competition was being felt. 
Dion O’Bannion’s mobsters 
were hijacking trucks belong- 
ing to the six Genna brothers, 
members of the Unione. Angelo 
Genna, one of the “Terrible 
Gennas,” became president of 
the Unione and two days later 
O’Bannion was shot to death 
in his floral shop. 


The floodgates broke after 
that. Genna and his succes- 
sors in the Unione presidency, 
including two of his brothers, 
found themselves clay pigeons 
in a shooting gallery. Every- 
body was shooting at them. 
If they tried to make peace 
with the O’Bannion gang they 
were plugged by Capone's 
marksmen. If they went the 
other way they got it, too. 

Frankie Uale, national chief- 
tain of the Mafia, stuck his 
nose into the Chicago mess and 
was killed on a street in Brook- 
lyn by Illinois gunmen. Ca- 
pone’s boss, Torrio, couldn't 
stand the pace (29 murders in 
one three-month stretch) and 
got out. 

When the smoke of battle 
cleared Scarface Al stood alone 
as America’s No. 1 Public En- 
emy. He had been barred from 
the Mafia’s upper echelon be- 
cause of his Neapolitan origin, 
but now he controlled the 
Mafia. The United States Gov- 
ernment stepped in at this 
point, proving ‘it was stronger 
than Capone after all, and sent 
him to prison for 11 years. But 
soon the Mafiusi were calling 
the shots for organized crime. 


The St. Louis chapter of 
the Mafia, an extortion ring 
known as the “Green Ones,” 
was having its headaches at 
the same time the Chicago 
hoods were potting each 
other. Its Sicilian-born Ma- 
fiusi were able to handle the 
younger Italian hoodlums. 
But when they took on the 
rough, straight - shooting 
Cuckoo gang they found 
themselves holding a wildcat 
by the tail. 

The “Green Ones,” s0 
ealled because the members 
were “greenhorns,” fresh off 
the boat from Sicily, were 
said to have been organized 
by three Mafiusi who immi- 
grated to the United States 
about 1915. The legend is 
that one came to St. Louis, 
became tired of working on 
the railroad, walked up to a 
Sixth street fruit merchant 
one day in 1918, -and whis- 
pered a message in Italian. 

“I am of the Mafia,” went 
the message. ‘“‘We are estab- 
lished in St. Louis and we 
must have money at once. 
Five hundred dollars will 
save you from much trouble. 
We give you a week. Then 
it is money or death.” 


The Sicilian merchant, who 
had breathed a sigh of relief 
when he left the Black-Hand 
terror back in Palermo, began 
to tremble. He knew better 
than to resist. He paid off. 

The extortionist, flushed with 
success, summoned two friends 
and there was a meeting of the 
minds. The St. Louis chapter 


of the Mafia became a going 
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concern, with a president, a 
secretary and a treasurer. 
Business was strictly extor- 
tion for the first few years. 
Victims were limited to paisano 
of the Italian community who 
could be counted on not to go 
to the police. A few cents 
would be collected from a fruit 
merchant for each bunch of 
bananas he sold. A baker would 
pay a penny or two for each 
loaf of bread he produced. 
Prohibition opened the flood- 
gates as it had in Chicago. The 
“Green Ones” and other ele- 
ments of the St. Louis under- 
world started promoting the 
manufacture of illicit ‘alcohol, 
bathtub gin and homebrew. 
The hoodlums were the sales- 


men, They pocketed most of 
the profit. 
The “Green Ones” turned 


from extortion to bootlegging 
about the same time the Cuc- 
koos, dominated by ‘Syrian- 
Americans, were diverted from 
armed robbery to bootlegging. 
A strong personality clash oc- 
curred when the two criminal 
organizations began competing 
in the same field. 


More than 30 persons, 
most of them Italians, died 
violently and many more 
were wounded in six years of 
a war that was fought pri- 
marily in the area bounded 
by Washington and Cass ave- 
nues, Fifteenth street and 
the Mississippi river. Most 
were shot to death, a few 
were garroted and. several 
were stabbed. 


The Mafiusi were better at 
the in-fighting, particularly 
when the victim could be set 
up for six shots in the head, 
but the Cuckoos took honors 
at long range. Finally the 
“Green Ones,” with more 
trouble on their hands than 
they could cope with, asked for 
a truce. 

A pact was agreed to in Oc- 
tober 1927 and the arrogant 
Cuckoos won at the peace 
table. The “Green Ones” 
agreed to provide each Cuckoo 
with a new automobile and a 
suit of clothes, and to furnish 
bail bond for any caught by the 
law. Cuckoos could operate 
stills in East Side territory 
where the “Green Ones” had 
attempted to exercise a monop- 
oly. 

With the Cuckoos out of 
their hair, leaders of the 
“Green Ones” set about liqui- 
dating other enemies, Anthony 
(Shorty) Russo, who had once

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smacked Mafia boss Alfonse 
Palazzolo in the face with a 
pistol, was lured to Chicago on 
the pretext of a reconciliation. 
He and his buddy, Vincent Spi- 
cuzza, were disarmed and bru- 
tally murdered. The “Pillow 
Gang,” an insurgent group led 
by Carmelo Fresina, was wiped 
out. 


Bootlegging profits dwin- 
died and the Mafiusi worked 
other rackets. Business tech- 
niques improved. Instead“ of 
merely shaking down mer- 
chants, the Mafia forced 
wealthy Italians to buy worth- 
less stock. Merchants were 
loaded down with inferior 
olive oil and coffee at premi- 
um prices. Kidnapings also 
were a source of important 
revenue until Congress passed 
the Lindberch law in 1932 
and Federal agents got into 
the act. 


The hold the Mafia had on 
members of the Italian commu- 
nity was best demonstrated in 
the case of Sam Scorfina, a 


Carr street grocer, who was 
kidnaped July 12, 1930 and held 
for $10,000 ransom. Scorfina, a 
man with nerve, escaped from 
the gang’s hideout near Ste. 
Genevieve, Mo. He identified 
five Sicilians, all Mafiusi, as 
the men who had kidnaped him 
and they were arrested and 
indicted. 

The trial was held in circuit 
court at Belleville because the 
kidnaping had occurred on the 
East Side. Up to the last min- 
ute Scorfina appeared resolute- 
ly determined to testify against 
the defendants—Frank Agrusa, 
Vito Impastato, Mike Lombar- 
do, Baptista Bommarito and 
Soria Mantia. 

As the state’s attorney went 
through the preliminary phases 
of the questioning, the five de- 
fendants stared fixedly at the 
witness. Scorfina’ weakened 
under the meaningful gaze, re- 
pudiated previous statements 
and the five went free. 

Later it developed Scorfina’s 
wife. and seven children had 


been subjected to constant 
harassment and threats of 
death. Scorfino suffered a 


nervous breakdown, sold his 
business and left St. Louis.

(Lucky) Luciano, Frank Cos- 
tello, Vito Genovese, Joe 
Adonis and Jack Dragna be- 
came business men gangsters. 
They made peace agreements 
in the early 1930s similar to 
that entered into by the “Green 
Ones” and the Cuckoos. They 
learned to get along with other 
organized criminal gangs. Kill- 
ings were ordered only to si- 
lence potential squealers or co- 
workers who stepped out of 
line. 

St. Louis Mafiusi went with 
the trend and the vast majority 
of the Italian community which 
is composed of honest, indus- 
trious citizens breathed easier. 
Palazzolo and Agrusa, the ex- 
tortionists, are no longer among 
the living, but Rafael (Shorty 
Ralph) Caleca is still doing 
business in St. Louis and Vito 
Impastato is the right-hand 
man of Mafia boss Frank Zito 
at Springfield, Ill. 


Most district chiefs of the 
Mafia now are quasi-respect- 
able business men whose as- 
sociation with the rackets is 
known only to a few. They 
finance front men like An- 
thony Glardiano, John Vitale 
Anthony Lopiparo and Shorty 
Ralph. 

The income ts derived from 
a variety of sources, both 
illegal and legitimate. Po- 
lice and Federal authorities 
say their field includes the 
narcotics traffic, prostitution, 
gambling, labor racketeering, 
juke boxes, pinball machines 
—and murder. Other gangs 
call on the Mafia for the real 
dirty work. Mafiusi are ex- 
perts at dispassionate, cold- 
blooded killing. 


Vitale, Giardano & Associates 
get along with the Syrian gang- 
sters here and also with Frank 
(Buster) 
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tion across the river. But they 
are not part of the same setup. 

Right now none of the hood- 
lums is doing too well any- 
where in the St. Louis area, 
thanks to alert police action 
and anti-gambling and anti- 
narcotics drives by Federal au- 
thorities. 

Vitale once was head Mafia 
man here, but has played sec- 
ond fiddle for several years. 
Giardano, a tough, silent man, 
has become an important Mafi- 
usi. He made several flying 
trips to Italy not long ago on 
what Federal agents believe 
were junkets to arrange nar- 
cotie pickups. 

Giardano and Vitale were 
dealing directly with a pair of 
Sicilian deportees named Sera- 
fino and Giuseppe Mancuso, 
the bureau reported, until Fran- 
cisco Coppola, a St. Louis de- 
portee, intervened and cut him- 
self in. The Mancusos are 
right-hand men of “Lucky” Lu- 
ciano, who also has been living 
in exile. Coppola formerly was 
allied with the “Green Ones.” 

The names of Vitale and Lo- 
piparo also cropped up recently 
in the behind-the-scenes pow- 
er struggle of the Teamsters’ 
Union, Vitale, who has been 
mighty close to at least one 
murder growing out of labor 
racketeering here, is believed 
ready to force his way in the 
teamsters’ locals here if given 
a foothold. 

Lopiparo, the flashiest 
dresser of local gangdom, is 
the best known to television 
audiences. His was the evil 
countenance that flashed on 
television screens of St. Louis- 
ans as an unhappy witness in 
the Kefauver investigation. 
He drives a pink and white 
Cadillac and by his own ad- 
mission can’t read or write,

gether and adjusting difficult 
situations. 

He is dealing with a diffi- 
cult one in the Jordanian- 
Israeli crisis, and everyone who 
wants peace will wish him suc- 
cess. 

This points up for all of us 
the value of U. N. machinery 
in keeping world peace. Every 
member nation supporting the 
Secretary General when he 
goes forth on these journeys 
needs the voice ‘of the people 
to strengthen the official po- 
sition.

Bumps of Life 


‘ LIFE IS NOT ALWAYS KIND, it does not always ease 
the wind to the shorn lamb, so it is better to teach children 
of all ages that they must accept bumps as they come and 
get over them as quickly as may be and forget them. 

Forgetting the bump is as important as its lesson. A 
little child just getting on his feet falls, bump! For an 
instant he is wide-eyed with surprise, looks to his mother 
to see what she thinks of this situation. That is her cue 
to call cheerily, “Up-see, that-a-boy,” and praise him when 
he gets up by himself and tries again. Only when there 
is indication of hurt is he helped up and sympathized with, 
the hurt kissed away. 


It is a mistake to whack “the old table,” that 
bumped the baby. The baby has to learn that the 
bumpings are under his control not the table’s and 
the sooner the better. This holds good for all the 
children from baby up. They will meet disappoint- 
ment, They will-be let down by a friend. The 
weather will not regard their plans for a holiday 
nor will the older people at times. All this they 
must learn to take in their stride lest they grow 
up to be complaining leaners all the days of their 
lives. 


All grownup people are inclined to help the children 
who seem to be having a hard time. The algebra problem 
is so hard. The teacher didn’t explain it. Well, not much, 
anyway! Mother feels. sorry for him and Dad is called 
into consultation which means Dad “does it.” If the pupil 
knew that he would have to get over this bump by himself 
he would be more likely to listen when that “old teacher” 
explained, and he would do better work, too.
